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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Gardell teaches a voice over IP system which allows a called party to (a) monitor 
a voice message being recorded, and (b) be connected to a caller who is leaving the 
voice message. 

Gardell teaches conveying an alert signal and a connect from a voice messaging 
system 150 to a caller's device 100 (figure 3B; column 5, lines 1-26), but fails to teach 
embedded media parameters for identifying a network node (such as the voice 
messaging system as in claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 12, 13 and 16-19, or a server as in claims 3, 
1 0, 1 1 , 14 and 1 5, or a Value Added Service as in claims 4-7).
